C.  A.  B.  Brown, 
of  Bradstreots.  and  McKennu,  the  driver 
of  the  car,  wero  liirown  out  and  escap- 
ed uninjured. 

Tii«  iiccluent  occurred  about  1-30  this 
morninK.  t?ojne  road  nrpairs  were  beiiiK 
made  and  the  ciiauffour  turned  out, 
warned  by  a  red  light.  Apparently  the 
car  struck  a  pile  of  soft  earth,  for  it 
stopped  with  a  Jolt  and  the  whole  party 
were  thrown  out,  altliouijh  the  car  re- 
mained upright.  Mr.  Smltli,  who  was 
occupying-  the  front  seat  with  the  driv- 
er, was  instantly  killed,  his  neck  be- 
ing: broken.  Lawrence  Soloman's  car, 
which  was  following,  brought  the  injur- 
ed men  to  St.  Micliael's  lio.spital,  while 
the  body  of  Mr.  Smith  was  !<*tt  at  Hlch- 
mond  Hill.  Coroner  Dr.  Crawford  left 
Che  city  Immediately  upon  l><.'in!^  uoti- 
■/.  fied   to   conduct   an   Inquiry. 

Mr.  Smith  was  prominent  In  Toronto 
financial  affairs.  Born  and  educated 
in  Scotland,  he  came  to  Toronto  and 
euKa&ed  in  the  stock  brokerage  busi- 
ness, becominK  a  member  of  tlie  Toron- 
to stock  exchange  in  1898  and  being 
nlected  president  In  1902  and  1903.  He 
wan  elected  a  director  of  the  Commer- 
cial Cable  Board  in  1905  and  of  the 
McKay  companies  In  1907.  He  was 
secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Toronto 
Ferry  ootnpany  and  a  director  of  many 
financial  cnnorn.s  and  wa.s  one  of  the 
founder  of  the  lioyal  Alexandra  The- 
atre, Toronto.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  Toronto  club,  York  club,  Albany 
club,    and    Toronto    Hunt    club.

PATHETIC  INCIDENT 

Xajored   Boy   Brought   to   Xls    Mother's 
Hospital   Bedside 

EDMONTON.  Alta..  July  17.— It  was 
not  until  her  10-year-old  son  was  placed 
on  a  col  beside  her  today  in  the  Miser- 
Icordia  hospital  that  Mrs.  Alex.  Boi- 
land,  of  Stemlle,  12  miles  from  Morin- 
ville,  who  was  undergoing  a  dangerous 
operation,  knew  that  her  child  had  been 
Injured.  The  boy  is  so  badly  cut  by  the 
blades  of  a  mower  which  passed  over 
one  foot,  that  the  foot  probably  will 
liave  to  be  amputated.  Neither  reeog- 
nlxed  the  otlier  when  the  boy  was  con- 
veyed to  his  cot,  there  to  be  relieved 
of  his  pain  and  one  foot.  It  was  three 
hours  before  the  mother  knew  that  her 
child  lay  suffering  in  the  next  cot.  The 
motiier's  recognition  was  pathetic.  The 
boy  had  been  working  in  a  field  near 
hi.s  father's  home  last  night  about  5 
o'clock.  He  was  walking  ahead  of  the 
mower,  when  the  horses  drawing  the 
machine,  became  frightened  and  started 
to  run  away.  The  boy  did  not  see  the 
approaching  mower.  He  was  cut  down 
and  one   leg  terribly   lacerated.

Very  strong  interest 
has  been  aroused  in  this  exposition 
which  will  be  held  to  commemorate  the 
opening  of  the  Panama  canal.  It  Is 
expected  to  take  place  at  tho  close  of 
the  year  1914.  The  exposition  grounds 
will  cover  alwut  600  acres.  The  United 
States  authorities  will  not  only  erect  a 
fine  federal  building,  but  are  also  mak- 
ing very  substantial  grants  to  the  ex- 
position. The  state  of  California  will 
make  a  very  lavish  expenditure.  There 
.seemed  to  be  a  desire  that  the  Canadian 
government  should  make  entries  for  the 
various  sections  and  compete  for  awards, 
but  this  conflicts  with  the  practice  which 
is  now  being  followed,  viz.,  that  of  hav- 
ing one  building  devoted  especially  to 
exhibits    which    concern    Canadians. 

The  commissioner  has  arranged  an 
excellent  site  of  five  acres,  situated  In 
on©  of  the  most  desirable  positions  in 
the  exposition  grounds.  Sir  Richard 
McBrlde,  prime  minister  of  B.  C,  with 
whom  Col.  Hutchinson  discussed  ex- 
position matters,  expressed  the  moat 
cordial  desire  to  a.ssist  in  making  Can- 
ada's share  In  this  exposition  worthy  of 
the.  nation  north  of  the  49th  parallel. 
Col.    Hutchinson   leaves   on   Saturday  for 

England   and   will   be  engaged  Ijn  making 
preparations     for    the    exposition    to    bo 

held    in    Ghent   next    year. 


OTTAWA,  'July  17. — Tho  record

One  of  the  most  curious  cases  *'Ver 
decided  by  the  Judicial  comm';tt;e  ot 
the  '.>;vy  coun  11  v,as  li  ard  a  f  e ," 
iiiy.  ago  :n  an  iiiii>cal  C:  npi  the  J-i>is- 
ment  of  the  hluii  cuurt  of  Bombay. 
The  ijuesllon  was  the  niunagt-ntenl  of 
a  Hindu  l-dol,  and  to  settle  It  accord- 
ing to  strict  Justice  the  Judges  were 
required  to  take  as  much  cure  us 
though  a  dispute  lnvolvln|g  millions  of 
dollars  was  at  issue.  The  Idol  In 
(luestlon  was  the  venerable  Ilanchho- 
draijl  Maliarj,  wulcl;  is  SOO  years  old, 
and  has  an  income  of  about  |17.U0U  a 
year.  The  trou'ble  with  the  Idol's  af- 
fair.s  was  found  to  bo  in  the  gr«ifling 
propensities  of  some  of  the  attendant 
lis'iesiH,  against  whom  Judgment  was 
found  in  the  local  court  of  Ahinebabad 
and  later  on  in  Bombay.  Seeing  that 
a  very  handsome  Income  w«s  at  stake, 
and  probably  concluding  that  the 
privy  councillors  inlghi  not  be  par- 
ticularly well  versed  in  such  cHse.«,  the 
i.,'u;ir(il;ins  of  the  temple  aiipealed  to 
the  privy  council,  but  were  once  more 
defeated.     ,    ,  ,    .  , 

Perliaps  an  *veo  tnofe  remarkable 
case  decided  toy  the  judicial  com- 
mittee was  when  «n  appeal  from  indiii. 
deAllng  with  a  religious  difference, 
we*  enlivi^ed  by  the  presence  of  two 
gods  in  tho  court  room.  Bach  god  was 
In^isharge  of  his  priest,  and  before 
either  priest  wQuld  make  a  staitemMit 
be^-  would  confer  wltb  ^«  ohatM  and 
receive  Instructions  from  blm.  So  the 
artrumeiit  prooiseded  In  thit  presence  of 
some  60  Hiadas,  who  were  .  tremen- 
dously impressed  <by  the  aotaal  appear- 
amo  «f  tlte  jeas  Oe  wny  tli»w— ndo 
of  miles  from  their  homes.  However 
the  ca^e  was  decided.  It  is  only  safe 
to  assume  that  the  judgment  was  re-

long  as  there  remains  a  single  chance 
of  luvviirg  an  unfavorable  judgment 
reversed. 

An  American  correspondent  gives  a 
lively  account  of  a  ease  in  which  e 
parcel  of  Mohammedans  and  a  tribe 
of  Hindus  went  to  law  over  the  pos- 
session of  some  land  in  which  both 
were  supi)osed  to  have  some  rights. 
The  Mohamifledans  lost  in  the  local 
courts,  and  seemed  to  have  lost  flnuUy 
until  someone  told  the  headman  of 
the  village  about  a  great  British  god, 
which  was  called  '"•Judish-al-Komltl," 
and  to  whom  liven  the  king  had  to  ren- 
der obedience.  fcjo  the  MohHrnmcdanw 
determined  to  appeal  to  this  deity,  but 
the  Hindus  jeered  and  asserted  that 
there  was  no  such  god,  and  that  the 
supreme  court  In  Calcutta  was  the  last 
authority  on  the  matter  In  dispute.  The 
.Mohammedans  nevertheless  appealed, 
and  in  about  three  months  received 
news  that  the  Calcutta  court  had  been 
reversed.  That  night  the  British 
commissioner  'in  the  district  wa.s 
alarmed  to  see  bontire.s  burnlntg  in  a 
number  of  places,  and  on  rushing  out 
to  enquire  into  the  matter  he  was  in- 
formed that  the  Mohammedans  were 
offering  sacrifices  to  "the  new  gud  uhu 
rules   the  emperor."     ■•'' 

A  knowledge  of  Kngllsh  law  is  only 
a  small  part  of  the  etjnipment  neces- 
.sary  for  the  members  of  the  Judicial 
committee.  In  the  Indian  cases  they 
are  required  to  make  exhau.stlve 
studies  into  Hindu  and  Mohamniedun 
law  and  religion,  knA  to  have  a  ^ood 
working  acquaintance  with  mythology. 
To  decide  South  African  appeals  they 
are  required  to  be  versed  in  .Roman- 
Dutch  law,  and  appeals  from  C,yprus 
involve  an  acquaintance  with  the  law 
of  the  Ottoman  empire.  Before  the 
privy  council  can  pronounce  judgment 
on  the  marriage  question  in  Quebec 
the  members  will  have  to  make  a  study 
if  they  have  not  already  m;id<-  11,  nf 
the  code  of  Napoleon;  and  it  is  said 
that  In  a  recent  appeal  concerning  a 
will  draw;n  In  Malta  the  ancjent  code 
of  Justinian,  the  code  of  Rohan,  and 
jurist,'?  like  Torre,  Peregrinus  and 
Montlca  weri-  quoted  freely,  Britl,«;h 
subjects  numbering  ■l.'n.OOO.OOO  people 
have  the  rilght  of  appeal  to  the  privy 
council,  and  they  take  advantage  of  it 
In  an  increasing  number  of  ca.ses,  and 
as  a  recent  writer  ,iays.  onf  ivim  visits 
the  court  is  not  unlikely  to  ilnd  "a 
Canadian  barrister,  assisted  by  nn  Aus- 
trallau  junior,  and  Instructed  by  a 
London  solicitor,  arguing  a  .Shanghai 
appeal  oase.  ...  As  often  as  not  you 
will  find  one  or  two  Chinamen  there, 
with  perhaps  a  Sierra  Leone  negro, 
besides  «  sprinkling  of  lOngllslimen, 
Irishmen,   Scotchmen   and    Welshmen." 

The  variety  nf  the  ciises  decided  is 
In  keeplnig  with  the  heterogeneous 
character  of  the  speotator.«,  anrl  it  is 
on  record  that  once  after  deliberating 
many  days  over  the  appeal  of  a  clergy" 
man,  who  did  not  believe  in  inffint 
dninnntlon,  again.st  the  dei'ree  of  a 
bishop  forbidding  him  to  conduct  ser- 
vice.o.  these  aged  arbitrators  calmly 
went  on  to  settle  a  question  as  to 
whether  the  Buddhists  of  llin  Tibetan 
border  had  reserved  In  their  treaty  the 
right  to  have  ro«st  pig  for  dinner.  The 
court  is  in  the  beautiful  position  of 
having  no  one  to  reverse  Its  d'H'lsions, 
and,  unlike  the  supreme  coun  nf  tlie 
ITnltcrt  State.',  It  Is  careful  not  to  re- 
verse Itself.  Xobody  ever  knows 
whether  its  decisions  »re  unanimous  or 
not,  for  they  are  simply  announced  by 
one  of  their  lordships  who  adds  tliat 
the  court  will  •'humbly  advise  his 
majesty  accordingly." — Mall  »ind  Km- 
plre.

Uij. lying  to  a  «orreapor.dent  we  may 
stty  that  when  a  bill  has  passed  Ohe 
British  House  of  Commons  twice  and 
be«n  rejected  toy  the  House  of  Ixirda, 
It  becnmeis  law  after' it  has.  passed  the 
Commons  a  third  time,  no  matter  what 
the  Lords  may  do.  Of  oourse,  the  as- 
sent of  the  Crown  l.s  requisite  before 
any  bill  becomes  law,  but  that  has 
never  been  withheld  since  1703.  There 
Is  no  provision  In  British  law  requir- 
ing any  measure .  to  be  submitted  to 
the  people.  In  order  to  'bring  a  biU 
within  the  provision  of  the  above  pro- 
vision it  must  he  passed  by  the  same 
House  of  Commons  three  times,  and 
our  *inipreasion  la  that  it  may  not  be 
awen&ed  wlien  it  Is  before  ■that  body 
foi- the  second  or  third  time.

■tills  wall.  Surely  it  cannot  be- the  ide* 
of  the  council  to  place  themselves  In  a 
position  that  a  child  must  fall  over  and 
break  Its  neck  before  they  realize  their 
responsibility  In  this  matter!  Then 
again  the  driveway  along  this  portion 
of  the  Dallas  road  Is  left  In  an  unfin- 
ished state,  and  will  be  absolutely  im- 
passible in_  next  winter  unless  It  Is 
paved.  The  council,  possibly,  ha.'i'  rea- 
sons for  sidestepping  these  and  other 
matters,  but  I  think  along  with  a  good 
many  other  ratepayers  that  it  is  about 
time  that  they  got  a  move  on  and  did 
something.  It  may  be  a  source  of 
amusement  to  the  members  of  that  body 
to  while  away  the  time  in  the  council 
chamber  criticising  the  actions  of  the 
last  council,  secure  in  their  own  posi- 
tion, of  masterly  inactivity,  because 
they  have  done  nothing;  .but  I  am  sure' 
that  .'tbe  time  has  now  come  when  the 
people  voiM  be  gUtd  in"  this  progressr 
ive  city  to  lea;eo  whftt  ,these  "Mse  men

OF  CHIVALRY 


All  those  who  love  the  pageantry  and 
color  of  the  olden  times— and.  In  spUe 
of  the  lat>or  unrest,  and  tho  general  de- 
sire for  new  things,  most  of  us  do — 
will  be  g'rateful  to  the  king  for  having 
revived  the  stately  proc-essloius  and 
ceremonials  which  belong  to  the  most 
noble  order  of  the  Uarter.  the  highest 
and  iiiost  ancient  order  In  the  realm 
of  chivalry,  writes  the  special'  corres- 
l>ondent  at  Windsor  of  Ihf:  London 
Standard.

During  the  ipast  year  the  board  has 
been  very,  flAtlviw-..Th^e_By*llhL...t»rdlx. 
appreci«,tes  ths  •axraht  wtfl  character 
of  the  work  /which  this  organization 
carries  on,  and  this  is  largely  because 
the  nature  of  a  Iboard  of  trade  is  not' 
generally  understood.  It  is  not  a  de- 
hatinlg  society,  or  a  club  for  the  dls- 
ru.sslon  of  public  questions;  but  a 
corporation  organized  under  the  stat- 
utes of  the  Dominion,  and  having  it.s 
affairs  managed  by  a  council,  which 
Is  practically  a  board  of  directors.  It 
appoints  certain  general  and  special 
committees,  but  the  work  of  these  bod- 
ies must  always  be  approved  of  by 
the  council,  which  may,  if  it  thinks  it 
desirable  to'  do  ,  so,  refer  any  ques- 
tion to  the  full  board.  AH  busi- 
ness originates  in  and  Is  Anally  dis- 
posed of  by  the  council,  subject,  of 
course,  to  review  by  the  iwhole  board. 
This  plenary  authority  of  the  cQunc-il 
|a  the  explanation  of  the  relatively 
few  matters  which  the  board  considers 
at  the  statutory  meetings.  The  coun- 
cil of  the  Victoria  board,  in  order  tpt 
ensure  greater  freedom  of  discussion, 
does»not  admit  new.spaper  reporter."?  to 
its  sessions,  the  more  important  mat- 
ters being  jglven  out  for  publication 
when  it  seems  desirable  that  they 
Kiiould  be  made  ipublic.  A  great  va- 
ri' ty  of  matters  receives  attention 
[)om  the  cotincll  of  which  the  public 
is  hardly  aware.  Take  for  example 
the  classification  of  railway  freilght; 
or  the  amount  of  freight  charges,  or 
the  handling  of  freight.  It  is  next  to, 
impossible  to  make  interesting  new-s 
out  of  correspondence  and  discussions 
on  subjects  of  this  class,  vital  thouJ?h 
they  are  to  the  general  public,  and 
yet  during  the  course  of  a  year  they 
require  a  great  deal  of  attention.  Take 
the  postal  service  as  another  example. 
The  amount  of  work  which  this 
necessitates  is  very  large:  but  the 
publh:  never  hears -Of  it.  If  the  -t\-f>rl(> 
falKs.  Hnl  if  it  succeeds  the  govern- 
ment Igcts  all  the  credit.  Many  other 
jllustratlon.s  coul<l  be  given,  but  it  Is 
perhaps  s\iffieient  to  say  that  in  the 
Board  of  Trado  this  city  of  Victoria 
has  an  organization  which  Is  alert  to 
initiate  or  to  assist  in  any  effortswrc- 
qulred  for  the  promotion  of  the  mate- 
rial welfare  of  the  community  and  of 
British  Columbia  generally.  That  ift 
l.s  doing  this  work  very  well  Is  showr) 
by  the  fact  that  there  Is  no  necessity 
felt  for  organizing  a  body  to  do  what 
the    hoard    omits    to    do. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  while 
the  activities  of  the  board  are  of  a 
\ery  varied  character,  there  arc  cer- 
tain matters,  which  it  may  not  advl.s- 
edly  discuss,  and  certain  thing.s  that 
It  cannot  properly  do.  It  ija  not  an  or- 
ganization for  the  entertainment  of 
\lsitor8.  although  it  hos  arran.ged  for 
banquets  to  distinguished  Individuals. 
It  may  not  consider  questions  In  which 
party  politics  are  Involved.  It  has 
nothing  to  do  with  moral  reform  move- 
ments. The  scope  of  Its  work  may  be 
defined  as  the  field  of  business.  In 
which  Is  Involved  everything  of  a 
practical  nature  calculated  to  facili- 
tate the  transaction  of  huplness,  or 
lead  to  Us  expansion  or  render  it  more 
profitable.  In  its  sphere  of  work  the 
record  of  the  Victoria  Board  of  Trade 
is   a   very   excellent   one.

X'pon  this 
communication  being  read  at  Alonday 
nigh't'e  meeting  of  the  council.  the 
mayor,  according  to  The  Times,  stated 
that  ex-Alderman  Langley  was  under  a 
misapprehension;  tlxat  this  road  was 
not  within  the  city.  Under  the  cir- 
cumstances that  there  I.t  on  file  at  the 
city  hall  a  local  Improvement  bylaw  for 
the  said  work,  that  the  work  was  dono, 
and  that  the  property-owners  along  the 
rond  are  now  paylnu  \\:i-  .issc.s.sment8 
therefor.  It  does  appear  a.  little  strange 
that,  the  mayor  should  have  not  taken 
more  pains  to  have  satisfied  himself  as 
to  what  roads  arc  or  are  not  within  the 
Jurisdiction  of  the  body  over  which  bo 
presides.  One  gentleman  In  bringing  It 
to  my  notice,  said  that  he  thought  as  I 
had  been  an  alderman  for  'two  years  of 
the  council,  the  mayor  might  have  at 
least  given  me  credit  for  knowing  what 
I  was  writing  about  on  a  subject  of 
this  nature.  That  gcnlieman  did  not, 
of  course,  realize  that  whilst  1  was  an 
ex-alderman,  I  was  only  so  a.s  a  mem- 
ber of  those  terrible  bodie.<)  of  men 
known  as  the  councils  of  1910-11,  and 
therefore  entitled  to  Init  little  credit. 
In  fact,  everything  thiii  has  gone 
wrong  In  civic  affalns  both  before  and 
after  those  councils  took  office,  Is  laid 
at  their  doors,  notwithstanding  the  fact 
tl-.at  some  people  now  have  even  tho 
temerity  to  assert  that  tho.se  councils 
have  forgotten  more  about  running  a 
city  than  t!ie  presenl,  one  ■would  c\fi- 
!<now. 

Now  •to  revert  again  Id  the  public 
works  which  are  above  referred  to.

A  warrant  was 
Issued  undei-  which  she  was  taken  into 
custody  and  detained  for  a  few  hoiu-s 
When,  upon  giving  notice  of  appeal,  she 
was  admitted  to  bail.  On  the  appeal 
being  heard,  the  conviction  was  affirm- 
od.  and  It  was  adjudged  that  the  ap- 
pellant be  punished  according  and  pur- 
suant to  the  said  conviction.  No  new 
warrant  was  Issued,  but  prisoner  is  now 
held  "under  the  original  warrant  drawn 
up  upon  conviction*  before  the  magis- 
trate. It  is  contended  that  because

Joseph    Van    Viet, 


Unable  to  detail  the  Incidents  oc- 
curring immcdlatly  preceding  the  mo- 
ment when  her  husband,  William 
Joseph  Van  Viet,  before  her  eyes,  shot 
and  killed  himself  at  the  corner  of 
Humboldt  and  Douglas  streets  on  Tues- 
day morning.  Mrs.  Susannah  Van  Viet 
w,i.s  excu.sed  by  Coroner  Hart  wlien 
she  had  little  more  than  started  giv- 
ing her  evidence  at  the  Inquest  yes- 
terday afternoon.  Mrs.  Van  Viet  in  a 
hardly  audible  voice,  commenced  to  re- 
cite the  differences  between  herself  and 
her  husband,  but  she  was  unable  to  con- 
tinue and  as  there  was  the  evidence  of 
two  eye-witnesses  of  the  shooting,  she 
fwas  allowed  to  leave  the  witness  stand. 
She  testified  that  she  had  met  her  hus- 
band on  Tuesday  morning  at  the  West- 
holme  hotel  and  at  hi.<!  request  had 
gone  for  a  walk  witii  htm.  He  h.-id  ap- 
parently not  been  dri'Uklng  and  ap- 
peared to  be  calm  and  collected.  He 
had  threatened  to  take  his  own  life, 
tiiough  he  made  no  threat  then  against 
her.  She  did  not  believe  he  would 
carry    out    his   threat. 

Dr.  Bapty  testlfled  to  being  an  eyo- 
wltnesse  of  Van  Vief.s  act  of  self- 
destruction.  He  was  driving  his  motor 
car  easfward  on  Humboldt  street  and 
was  crossing  Dougla.s  street  when  he 
heard  the  report  of  a  firearm.  Look- 
ing in  the  direction  from  which  the 
sound  came  he  saw  Van  Viet  standlTig 
on  tho  sidewalk  by  the  Empress  hotel 
laundry.  Van  Viet  at  that  niomemt 
threw  soinething  away,  which  Dr.  Bap- 
ty saw  to  be  a  pearl  handled  revolver. 
He  stood  for  a  moment  or  two  and  then 
sank  to  the  sidewalk.  When  Dr.  Bap- 
ty reached  his  side  he  was  bleeding 
from  the  mouth.  A  pawser-by  was 
asked  by  the  doctor  to  send  in  a  call 
t'lr  the  police  patrol.  Into  which  Van 
yiet  was  placed,  but  ho  died  before 
lieachlng  St.  Joseiph'.s  hospital.  The 
biillet  had  penetrated  the  right  lung 
above  the  third  or  fourth  rib.  At  the 
time  of  the  shooting  Mrs.  Van  Viet 
was  five  or  ten  yards  ahead  of  her  hus- 
band and  appeared  to  be  walking  away 
from  him.  She  apparently  at  that  mo- 
ment did  not  realize  what  had  hap- 
pened   to    him. 

Mr.  fj.  Zimmerman,  also  an  eye-wlt- 
nesp  of  the  shooting,  gave  evidence 
similar  to  that  of  Dr.  Bapty.  It  waa 
he  whom  Dr.  Bapty  asked  to  telephone 
to    the    police. 

Dr.  Hart  stated  to  tho  Jury  that  thS 
present  case  was  unique  In  that  th«r« 
were  two  eye-wltneasea  of  the  auicMe. 
whereas  In  suicide  CMes  generally  tha 
evidence  was  indirect.

Xefnsed    to    Give    Account.  ', 

When  the  Bonita  was  within  hall 
Fishery  Protection  Officer  Ledwell 
c«.lled  upon  those  on  'board  to  heave  to, 
and  he  asked  where  the  vessel  waa 
from.  "Ncah  Bay,"  was  the  reply. 
"What  are  you  dolnig:  here?"  asked  the 
official.  "Making  a  passage,"  the 
Bonlta's  captain  answered.  "What  are 
you  doing  with  your  trolls  out?"  tie 
was  asked,  and  there  was  no  reply  to 
this.  The  engine  waus  started  and  the 
launch  started  to  run.  "Heave  to 
while  I  come  on  board,"  shouted  ■  the 
officer,  and  to  this  the  reply  was:' 
"You  come  to  Ncah  Bay  and  you  can 
come  aboard."  The  vessel  then  al- 
tered her  course  and  started  off  at  full 
speed.  The  Newington  steamed  across 
her,  and  circled  around  the  launch 
whicji    steered    clear    and   kept   running.
